Of the projects approved in Austin 
by the project engineer, approval was 
seoureu for Wise county of a pro­ 
gram of sanitation by the installati. 
of pit type toilets at the home of the 
citizens of the county who desire 
same. 
The United States government 
is greatly interested in cutting down 
the 
death 
rate particularly among 
the children and babies, and the most 
dangerous breeding place of disease 
is the old open type privy. 
Through 
years of effort and experimentation a 
toilet has been worked out that is 
cheap and safe. 
The concrete slab to lie placed over 
the pit will be made at some central 
location together with the seat to 
placed on this slab. 
The actual cost 
of this will he approximately one dol­ 
lar and fifty cents. 
Tho balance of 
the material to In* used consists of: 
six feet of steel or galvanized iron 
pipe, four inches in diameter, to be 
used as a vent: and enough him be 
to build a new house, or an old house 
may tie used just as well. 
By using 
this plan, concrete and lumber for 
seats can be purchased in quantity, 
and tilt* actual cost to the citizen will 
oe less.

on his property will sign an agree­ 
ment. asking for same.
